In the claims: 

a. In claim 1 at line 12, please delete the word "transition" and insert the 
word --expansion- before the word "step". 

b. In claim 6 at line 2, please delete "Co--/Ni-doped" and insert -Co-/Ni- 
doped- before "MgO". 

c. In claim 9 at line 2, please delete "Si-Si02" and insert -Si-Si0 2 - before 
the word "bonded". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As pointed out in Applicant's remarks, the prior art of record does not teach a 
photovoltaic cell which begins at the expansion step and extends along the first section 
as claimed. The specification, particularly in paragraphs 0056-0060 and Figures 1 and 
16 demonstrate the significance of positioning the cells as claimed, in that the 
expansion step claimed results in a uniform temperature along the first section and 
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corresponding emitter. As would be immediately recognized by one of skill in the 
thermophotovoltaic art, the spectrum emitted from the emitter is determined by the 
emitter temperature, and an emitter having a uniform temperature as disclosed will have 
correspondingly uniform emission spectrum, which would be expected to provide overall 
enhanced efficiency, given cells having an appropriately selected bandgap. As the 
uniform temperature is disclosed as being present beginning at the expansion step 
(Figure 16; Paragraphs 0054-0057), the positioning of the cell beginning at the 
expansion step will clearly best take advantage of the uniform emitter temperature. 

Kovacik et al is considered to teach an expansion step as claimed (see previous 
Office Actions), but the reference does not teach cells 14 beginning at the expansion 
step as instantly claimed. In addition, there is no indication in the reference or any other 
prior art of record that the advantages associated with such cell placement were 
recognized. Since no teaching from the prior art would have led one skilled in the art to 
specifically position cells 14 of Kovacik et al beginning at the expansion step, such 
modification is considered to have been unobvious, particularly in view of the evidence 
of the significance of such cell placement in the instant specification (Paragraphs 0056- 
0060 and Figures 1 and 16), discussed above.
